(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-33, 35 and 36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, 

in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Stevens '189, for the reasons 

given in the last Office Action. Applicants' argument, that Paragragh [0049] of 

applicants' specification states that calcinations was achieved by heating the bed to 

about 800 C and flowing steam and hydrogen through the bed, and that after the 

fifteenth reforming/calcinations .cycle, the calcinated calcium oxide was hydrated by 

flowing steam through the bed at 200 C, is not convincing, since none of these 

limitations are recited in the claims. Applicants have not explained why the heating of 

the calcium or strontium carbonate with steam as disclosed in Paragrafgh [0027] of 

Stevens '329 to decompose the carbonate would not constitute both a "calcination" and 

"hydration" of the carbonate. 

Claim 34 is objected to as based on rejected parent claims, and would be 

allowed if written in independent form. 
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The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: There would be no motivation for one of ordinary skill in the art to heat the 
carbon dioxide fixing material with steam at a temperature below about 300 C in the 
process of Stevens '329, since the purpose of the heating step is to decompose the 
calcium or strontium carbonate, which would presumably be done at the typically higher 
decomposition temperatures.
